A great  amount  of  the  work  of  the  year  has,  of  course, 
been  in  connection  with  Air  Raid  Precautions,  Evacuees  and  the 
Evacuee  Sick-Bay  and  is  largely  outside  the  sphere  of  this  Rcr  ' 

The  Sanitary  work  of  the  Council  proceeded  fairly  normalE 
in  the  early  part  of  the  j^’oar  but  as  the  war  conditions  bccam.. 
more  acute,  the  normal  programme  bccf^jne  increasingly  disturbed 
through  the  demands  of  war-time  duties. 

As  the  report  shows,  however,  all  essential  work  is 
maintained  and  the  health  of  the  community  has  remained  at  a 
surprisingly  high  level  in  spite  of  the  various  handicaps  caused 
by  the  War. 

I must  again  thank  the  Council  and  its  Officials, for  their 
unfailing  kindness  -"ijid  courtesy  during  the  year*

Apart  from  the  above,  tli<^  hospital  facilities  for  the  area, 
were  outlined  in  previous  reports  and  found  to  be  adequate.

The  Council  continued  to  make  use  of  the  ambulance  of 
hc.ssrs  Tomlinsons  of  Clithoroc  on  the  rare  occcasions  when  this 
was  necessary  for  civil  non-inf octious  cases  -and  found,  the 
arrangement  satisfactory.  Their  ambulonce  was  used  by  the 
Council  on  5 occasions,  host  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  area, 
however,  make  their  own  private  arrangements. 

The  removal  of  Sick  Evacuees  to  hospital  or  Sick  Bay  was 
done  iQostly  by  the  !.'omcn’s  Voluntary  Service,  Their  services 
wore  requisitioned  on  many  occasions  and  very  kind.ly  given.

The  front  windows  of 
two  cottages  were  blown  out  by  blast,  and  the  plaster  of  ono  of 
the  bedrooms  was  blown  off.  The  necessary  first  aid  repairs 
were  put  in  hand  and  completed  the  following  day. 

Numerous  "Alerts"  were  sounded,  especially  during  the  last 
three  months  of  the  year,  but  they  did  not  appear  to  register 
any  ill  effect  on  the  nerves  of  the  populace.
